AN OLD EXPRESSMAN 
HOW HE USED 
TO DRIVE.

On Friday last R. P. M. Kelley was 
reminded that it was the anniversary 
of California’s admission to the Union, 
and recalled to him the excitement 
which attended the arrival of the 
news. . It was brought by the steam- 
ship Oregon, and as she steamed up 
the bay, with flags flying, the people 
were wild with joy. The old Panama 
steamship Oregon, still fresh in the 
memory of pioneer travelers by the 
Isthmus route, was converted into a 


‘bark, and has for a long time been en - 
| gaged in the 


umber trade. On

San Francisco gins were fired, a pro- 
cession was has ly formed and the en- 
thusiasm knew no bound. In the midst 
of the hilarity the steamer Sagamore 
blew up, scalding fatally some twenty- 
five or thirty persons, This cast a 
gloom over the subsequent proceed- 
ings, but did not prevent the holding 
of a ball that night at the Exchange, 
corner of Clay and Kearney streets. 
The tickets were $10 per head and 
there was a great searcity of ladies, 
but the festivities were carried out 
nevertheless.

Herald was thirty days old when it 


reached San Francisco, but was al- 
ways sure to contain the news of the 
world. When the steamer arrived 
there was always a struggle between 
the rival express companies, Gregory, 
and Adams & Co., to furnish the first 
news to the people. On the arrival of 
the Oregon, Mr. Kelley WAS driving 
the express wagon tor Gregory's Ex- 
press. As soon as the: bale of papers, 
etc., was thrown into his wagon, Kel- 
ley started off as fast as his team could 
travel. He had not gone one block 
when his progress was stopped by a 
crowd. Each man wanted a Heruld, 
and held up to Kelley a Mexican dol- 
lar. As the only way, of getting along, 
Kelly began to sell papers. Each man 
was given a Herald, and his dollar was 
tossed into the corner of the express 
wagon. As soon as an opening could 
be made, Kelley drove on again at his 
best speed, only to be stopped again at 
a short distance in the same way. 
When the office was reached three 
hundred Mexican dollars had accumu- 
lated in the wagon bed. The news 
dealers sold to the boys at wholesale 
for fifty cents per copy. How would 
the Herald like those figures for 
its circulation of ‘to-day? In these 
days we have no idea of the competi- 
tion which prevailed in 
THE EXPRESS BUSINE’S. 

Rival lines of steamers, by way of 
Panama, each flying the flag of the 
company, were necessary. There 
were separate lines up the Sacramento, 
designated in the same way, and for 
every connection made by one com- 
pany the other was sure to follow,and 
tbe race of news was carried on by 
the steam engine, the winds, the elec- 
tric current and the mustang. Every- 
where it was a neck and neck contest, 
which often imperiled life and limb, 
both upon land and sea. The people 
must have the news, and so gladly 
did they welcome any improved 


methods of transit that the express 


companies divided the publicjnte two 
bitter and relentless factions. This 
went so far that when Adams was 
nominated on the Whig ticket for 
presidential elector, Broderick imme- 
diately placed the name of the rival 
expressman Gregory cu the Demo- 
cratic ticket.
